startled by a'‘noisa resombling thunder.” 
close behind him, and on turning around, 
found himself face to face with o tiger. 
Tho animal struck at tho man with his paw, 
and lacerated his arm, biting the hoe. with 
which he tried to defend himself, He left 
the tiger to worry the hoe, and ran into the 
city to give information to the Tit’ai, who 
started off yesterday morning with thirty 
soldiers and a howitzer in pursuit of the 
beast, They found him: sleeping in the 
same field in which hoe had attacked the 
man, and loft dy at him with the howitzer, 
following a tho shot with a volley of 
niusketry.
